The claimed invention requires a cathode catalyst comprising, in part, a first layer 
comprising platinum and a second layer being an alloy or intimate mixture of iron and a second 
metal selected from the group consisting of Group VIb metals, Group Vllb metals and Group 
VHIb metals other than platinum and iron. Such a cathode catalyst is neither taught nor 
suggested in the prior art reference of record.
